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THE PULPIT HND THE PEWS. |

Rev. Dr. Oooley's Viows On the Oaunses and
Cures of Labor Agitation.

ROBBED WHILE SOUND ASLEEP.

Much Money Found In a Dead Man's
Btooking Harkness Bros,' Brils
fiant Opening—The Saloon In-
Junctions—Rallway Racket,

Canital and Labor,

Last evening at the Baptist chureh Rev,
Dr. Conley delivered the second of his
disconrses on the above topie.  He mod-
estly discluimoed any belief that he conld
present wo antisfactory solution te the
problem, which had puzzled the wisest
fon yoenrs, buat belisevest vhat Ly "Ult‘_\'il'lﬂ
the gquestion in the lght of Hin wio was
the light of the world, some truths might
uppear plainer.

He balievod that one
the restlessness and ageitation in regard
to l:llmr :llllT its vumlll'll-;lliml wis the
intense life of the world  The Patago-
niann might be content so long as he se-
cured the eoarsest fooil, but as man was
liftedd in the seale of vivilization there
wis more discontent, nnd his wants wore
grentor,  He drow from history several
tllustentions of this fact, and eladmed that
this awakoning il restlodsness wias die
Inrgely to christinnity,  Every system of
|.|||:1‘i--u'|n:|'l. and wrong sooner or later
wis encountered and made to give way
to the progress of religion and humanity,
In heathen lands these agitations were
not so common. Christinnity  would
awaken these lands from their deathly
sleep, and ereate demuands  for freedom
from servitwde and for politieal cquality.

The speaker then traced wlong through
liistory the vavions struggles from that
between the plebinns and patricians of

tome down o the strageles for political

vights which nauve chavinetorized the pres.
ont century,  He declared that if Glad-
stone was  defepted now  the question
wottld not down, amnd  agitation wonld
never cease until full justice was granted
unhappy Irelind, The Inbor sgitation
had al=o come to stay, and would be kept
up until o satisfactory solntion was found.
Impartinl, even handed  justice wonld
alone still this vestlossness and mect the
demand of the people. To the luborer
miust be granted Ins vights, If he asked
for more he but prejudiced his eause

Ancther enuse of the agitution was the
unsettlod condition of the workingelnsses,
catsed by the numerous inventions of
the last hindred yoars, These had dis-
turbed and ehanged the relationships of
cinployer and cmployed, The 1:1llmr|-r
might for the time sufler on this aceount,
bt eventually inventions were bound to
benetit, Wages had become higher, and
the purchasing lmwt-r of money greater.
The common Inborer had more eomforts
now than ever before., The invention of
the sewing machine was thought to
threaten the occupation of seamstresses,
but it had not dene so. Dresses were now
more highly ornamented, and the seam-
stress was kept as busy as ever,

Still, with all the adyantages from in-
ventions, some suflering was (olt on ae-
count of the disturbanee of labor which
has thus been caused,  Society  had not
adapted itself to the new reluationships
which they had made.  Without the in-
ventive skill the great monopolies which
hoad  tyrannized Iabor could not have
taken place.  With transportation by
wiagons no Vanderbilt or Gould could
monopolize treights, Capital was ever
quick to seize advantages, while labor
was necessarily slower in its movemonts,
and had serionsly suffered. Labor had
been benefitted by machinery, but eapital
much more so. ‘Ihe Inborer had recerved
but a small per cent of the mereased
wialth of the country, and this faet was

one of the eanses of dissatisfaction, The
Inboring elasses elaimoed o lnrger distribu-
tion of tue profits of their labor and skill.
How these  adjustments were to take
place was a question the future alone
could determine.

Another canse of agitation wns the
werence of many hot-hended conscience-
ess adventurers from Enrope. Driven
from their own countries, they come here
to sow communism and give vent to rev-
olutionary utterances. They had pro-
cliimed “all property to be theft.” They
would reproduece in this county s revolu-
tion like that of 1708 in France, if they
could. These noisy communists wore no
Lelp to the eause of lnbor,

Another canse was the sclfishness of
the hivowan eart, found alike in the eap-
itulist andd Iaborer,  Everyhody wanted
the best of the bargain The grentest
appressors of lnbor were originally labor-
ers,  Hoxie was once hostler in a hotel
stable near Des Moines,  Gould earned
lus first umnui' s a map peddler,  Self-
ishness eaused the strong to seize the
weak. The Inborer often eared little for
the employer's interests, espoecinlly if that
employer was a eorporation, while on
the other hand, the workmen were often
trented as of less ucount than the product
of his labor. The watch word of nll
classes wus “'my rights and your duties,"
when it should be *my duties and your
rights."

‘he last reason named for the agita-
tion was that lnbor was not properly re-
warded, Capital was too apt to c¢laim
the hon's share.  Street ear men, where
lubor was exhausting and  dangerous,
woere oppressed,  The sewing girls in
lurge citivs were especially oppressed,
From reports of labor commissioners it
appeared that some of these wore work-
ing at about three cents an hour,

'T'Im remedies for these troubles were
varions. One was time. No oppressiop
could be destroyed in a day., The public
conscience must be arvoused.  Capital
and lubor must learn that enchis depend-
ent upon the other, and must realize that
each receives benetits from the othor,

Another remedy is for the workmen to
cultivate frugality, self-control, pluck,
temperance und persistence.

Another reme iy was tor the employer
to cherish o warmer sympathy and more
cordial interest in his workmen,  Em-
ployes ure too often looked upon as mere
michines. Many of the hewls of groa
mannfaetories nnd railways have no so-
cial interests in common with their em-
ployes. They seem to think they are a
diftorent cluss of belngs.,  The recogni-
tion of the brotherhood of mun must bo
given,  In illusteation of this the speaker
citod the ease of the recent marrvinge of
Miss Crozer, whose father is a large nan.
ufietuver near Philadelphin. At her wod-
ding 3,000 operatives of Ler futher were
iresent and welcome guests. Every one

new her as his friend, My, Crozer him.
self was also a man, as the speaker well
Enew, who took o personal interest in the
woelfare of his employes,  He wis & mun
of wealth, amd o princely eontributor to
virious benevolent causes, but this was
hiis urow_'nm,cir alory, that he had a practi-
cul eare for his employes, whieh eallod
forth from them such arecognition. Such
treatment of labor would soon cause
troubles Lo cense.

Another romody was the forming of
industrinl partnerships between labor
and eupitn]l  Various suecessiul co-opera-
tive enterprises wese citod by the speaker
us illustrative of the success which nhad
atlended such efforts to wed mopey and
muscle.  Lubor shonld be given a share
in the prolits of anterprises, andimade to
foul that the more they worked, and the
more successful their efforts, the more
reward would bo thaivs,

As to whether strikes were judtifinble
or not, the speaker deelaved thut it de-
pended migely on haw conducted, and
whether they had snfticient cuuse.  His
u‘nm:u!l?' wias with lubor, rather than
onpital, bul strikes were jusiitable only
s n last tesors, und when there wis a

good praspect of succcss.  Birikes, like

of the eansos of
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wars and revolutions, were injurious in
themselves, and should be undertaken
only when imperative roasons arose, and
when there were also strong probabilities
of victory. The objeet of labor could bo
much better be seenred by agitgtion and
arbitration.  Those countries which were
being eontinnally racked by revolutions
weroe far from being the most prosperons
and happy. If strikes shonld become
provalent in this country its prosperity
would pe groatly hindered, labor wonld
be more poorly rewarded, and eapital
wonld hide itself,

If the Knights of Labor would only
prove (rue to their professions they
would be n great blessing, but if they
wore to nllow o veckloss, -Iwnpp:.int;-d
man to feapardize all the industrial in-
terests of the conntey to gratify a foolish
pique, their days wore numbered.  The
tyranny of eapital wans no worse than the
tyranny of labor organizations.  Rational
moans muet be ussd to settle these ques
tions, for one wrong noever righted an-
other,

Labor should organize, Tt was right
for u muan, il dissatistied, to refose to
work for an employer, nml it right for
one, thon it was right for any number of
men to refuse to work, bnt when they
wont bevond this, snd undertook to die-
tati to others what they shonld do, or not
do, then laborers  became  tyrants,
Neither eapital ov labor could reach final
sieerss untl each accords to the other
the fullest justice.  Botter be oppressed
than oppressing.  That elass would sue-
coed in the end which strove to do unto
others s they would that others shonld
do unto them, and who loved their neiglh-
bors as themselves,
